BiG DIKE BREAKS 
AT HICKMAN, K. 
NEW INLAND SEA 


Reelfoot Levee Gives Way; 
Floods District 40 to 50 
Miles Long, 5 to 30 Wide. 


HELPS THE SITUATION NORTH 


Other Weakened Places Along the 
Mississippi Give Alarm; Death 
list Grows. 


SCENE AT CAIRO AN APPALLING ONE 


Memphis, Tenn., April 5.— Flood area in 
the Mississippi valley was widened and 
lengthened today. 

The big government levee west of Hick- 
man, Ky., protecting the Reelfoot lake dis- 
trict of Kentucky and Tennessee, broke late 
in the afternoon. 

The levee broke with a roar that could be 
heard for miles. Grave apprehension is felt 
for the safety of farmers in remote sections 
of the sparsely settled country. The water 
tore a gap sixty feet wide in the levee and 
the swirling current is fast eating away the 
earthwork. At a late hour tonight the breach 
had widened to 160 feet. 

The Reelfoot levee, as it 18 generally 
known, has been regarded a danger point’ 
for a week and strenuous efforts had been 
made to hold the flood. 

When the collapse came the workers were 
compelled to run for their lives, a number 
making their way to Hickman afoot, while 
others marooned beyond the break were 
rescued in gasoline launches. 


Wide Area Inundated. 


The Reelfoot basin is made up of small 
farming communities. A number of the resi- 
dents already had abandoned their mes, 
but others remained on their lands. 

The break in the levee will flood a territory 
forty-five to fifty miles long and five to thirt: 
miles wide but will relieve the situation at 
Cairo and New Madrid before morning. 
The Reelfoot levee extends about ftv 
miles, from Hickman to Tiptonville, Tenn. 
Where the break occurred the land slopes 
gradually to the Tennessee line and then is 
practically level. Cotton and alfalfa are the 
principal crops raised in the overflowed coun- 
try. Hickman will not be affected by the 
break. 

In its onward rusn the Mississippi reached 
a flood stage almost to Natchez, Miss., and 
tonight hundreds of men are at work on the 
levees in the newly menaced territory stop- 
ping small breaks and strengthening spots 
weakened by the terrific strain. 


Great Strain for 318 .Miles. 

Six hundred and thirty-eight miles of the 
Mississippi is seriously affected, that being 
the distance between Columbus, Ky., and 
Vicksburg, Miss. The greatest strain, where 
the levee is likely to break any time, extends 
from Columbus, Ky., to Helena, Ark., 318 
miles. 

The flood death Hst probably was brought 
to eighteen today. 

A family of five—Willlam Lynn, wife, and 
three children—are reported drowned near 
Bird's Point. Mo. Two farmers are reported 
drowned in the same neighborhood and a log- 
ger in eastern Kentucky lost ‘his He. 

J. S. Cary, a farmer, four miles from Wyatt. 
Mo., is missing. His skiff was found today, 
and it is thought he was drowned. Henry 
Baker, a farmer at Texas Bend, Mo., is re- 
ported drowned. 

One hundred starving refugees were found 
in two houses at Wyatt, Mo., tonight. A res- 
cue party from ‘Charleston, Mo., will take 
them supplies tomorrow. 


Relief Work Rapid as. Possible. 

Relief work is going on as rapidly as inter- 
rupted transportation facilities will allow. 
At Hickman, Ky., 3,000 are sheltered in 
tents provided by the federal and state gov- 
ernments. Thieves are becoming active 
there and the militia may be asked for. 

Food is being supplied in all localities 
where the local supply has been exhausted. 
There has been little suffering from hunger. 

Cairo, surrounded for two days by water, 
remained dry tonight and is believed to be 
safe and secured from the flood. 

The scene at the drainage district immedi- 
ately north of Cairo is appalling. Houses 


which were partly submerged by the break- 


ing of the drainage district levees yesterday 


were torn from their foundations today and 
are on their sides or upside down. 


A big church building is on its side. The 


factories were submerged to their roofs, and 
in some places the flood has covered the 


buildings. Not one pile of lumber in the 
great mill section is standing. The city is 
entirely cut off from railroad connection. 


Couriers Warn Planters. 

New breaches that appeared in the levees 
holding back the Mississippi's tide added to 
the menace of the flood situation last night, 
and at dawn couriers were on their way be- 


hind the long stretches of weakening em- 


bankments warning planters out of the dan- 
ger path. 

The night's travel of the flooded crest sent 
the trend of the menace southward. From 
Golden Lake, fifty miles north of Memphis, 
to Hulbert, Ark., conditions are perticularly 
threatening. 

Star Landing, Ark., is in imminent danger 
and at a half dozen points the levees south 
of Cairo threaten to collapse. 


Menace in Missouri Town. : 
Caruthersville, Mo., April 35.—Only a des- 
‘perate fight can prevent the rising flood from 
breaking through the levee in this territory. 
Every store in the city was closed today and 
2,000 men employ ed in them joined the al- 
ready large force of flood fighters. 


Easter Hats Turned Back. 
St. Louis, Mo., April 5.—It was reported on

POLICE HUNT FOR CRANK.

New York, April 5.—[ Special. )—Mrs. Oliver 
H. P. Belmont, it was learned today, has 
been the recipient of threatening letters. 
These—there were three of them in one pack- 
age—were received by her on Tuesday, and 
Wednesday, it was said tonight, she notified 
the police. 

Mrs. Belmont left her town house, 477 Mad- 
ison avenue, tonight, without leaving word 
where she was going. Her butler denied tñat 
the reason for her disappearance was that 
she had been frightened by,the letters. 

The police of the East Fifty-first street po- 
lice station Winifred Sheehan, Commis- 
sioner Waldo’s secretary, and Commissioner 
Daugherty all denied with emphasis that 
they had been notified of the reception of 
any threatening letters. 


Contained in One Envelope. 

The letters came in one legal size envelope 
which arrived through the malls. The ad- 
dress on it was typewritten and the letter 
contained two smaller sized envelopes, one 
addressed to Mrs. Belmont and the other 
with this warning typewritten on its outside: 
„No employé is to open this on pain of dis- 
charge.“ 

It could not be learned what was in this 
second small envelope. The first envelope. 
which was addressed to her, contained a cris» 
new $10 bill, cable form filled out, and a mes- 
sage. 

The cablegram was addressed to Mrs. 
Pankhurst and had this message on it: 

“Easter greetings. A great finencier in 
whom I have the greatest confidence assures 
me that practical measures are being con- 
sidered by world’s financiers that promis 
better conditions within a year. Stop inef- 
ficient warfare. Remember the heroism of 
a battalion of women in China. 

Mus. BELMONT. N 


Says Failure Means Death.“ 

The message contained in the same en- 
velope which contained the cablegram was 
addressed to Mrs. Belmont and read in part: 

“In intrusting this message to one not a 
member it carries with it same penalty as 
if you were a member If you fail to carry 
out your instructions in this case it means 
vour death. You will be killed as you come 
from the house.“ 

What followed would lead one to conclude 
that the letters had been sent by a crank. 
There is a rambling announcement that the 
cablegram should be sent not before Satur- 
day and that copies of it were to ag given 10 
the newspapers of New York and London for 
publication on that date. It concluded with 
the assertion that a more cheerful future 
could be assured to women. 

The fear that the work, although the work 
of a crank, might be the work of a dangerous 
crank, was what led Mrs. Belmont to report 
the matter to the police,

Pomeroy. The sealed verdict was locked in 
the judge’s vault. It will be read at 10 o'clock 
this morning when the parties and attorneys 
in the suit and jurors will reconvene to neut 
the result of the deliberations. 

Four different bodies of jurors were released 
from the building at the same time, one from 
Judge Windes court on the seventh floor, 
where the Mercy case has been under trial. 
The Mercy jurors seemed eager to get to their 
homes and did not mix or chat with othera, 


Jurors Eager to Go Home. 

It is understood that the jury was to be 
taken to a hotel at 10 o'clock in the event 
no agreement could be reached. The jurors 
left their private chamber about 9:30 o’clock, 
conferred with Bailiff Weill, and shook 
hands. A short time later they left and hur- 


deputies remained in the courtroom until 
10:30, when all lights in Judge Pomeroy's 
courtroom were éxtinguished. 

If the statement contains an acquittal foi 
Miss Talbot it will not obstruct the marriage 
of Miss Mercy and Warren E. Reynolds, com 
templated within the next few days.

The jury retired at 2:55 o'clock, after hear~ 
ing the court's instructions.

“We would like something to eat and 
smoke.

Judge Silent on $250 Hat. 


No mention was included in the court's 
instructions of the $250 hat that started the 
controversy, or of the breakfast kimono, 
or of dramatic temperament, or of lying pro- 
ellvittes on Miss Mercy’s part.

The plaintiff can recover for slanderous 
words either on Dec. 8, 1910, or Jan. 10, 1911 
but only for the one day, the other occasious 
to bé considered from the standpoint of 
malice alone.

It is not necessary for plaintiff to prove 
that all the words charged were spoken by 
defendant, but only a substantial part. 

If the jury believes from a preponderanc< 
of the evidence that the words, “ We kno 
very well that you are getting your moneys 
from men, and Lou are no better then a 
woman of the streets,” were spoken by d 
ferdant against plaintiff in the presence of 
others, the verdict should favor plaintiff and 
damages maly be assessed. 

Plaintiff cannot recover for the use of th 
equivalent of bad woman, as that w 
is not in her declaration.

FE. Peary, retired, who discovered the north 
et cag is of the opinion that both Amundsen.

He expressed 
this view tonight in an address at a celebra- 
tion marking the third anniversary of his 
discovery, at which he was honored by a 
unique medal made up in part of a meteorite 
which he brought from the arctic regions in

Peary declared that from his study of the 
aompetition between Amundsen and Scott 
he believed the Englishman had also been 
successful in reaching the south pole about 
the middle of January, or abouta month pater 
than Amundsen reached it. 
The polar celebration was under the 
auspices of the Peary Arctic club, the Amer- 
ican Geographical society, and the American 
Museum of Natural History.

ened by Commissioner Young. In bis letter 
to Judge Olson Dr. Young says: 

“ You have been so prompt in assisting the 
health department at various times that L 
feel it proper to bring the following matter, 
to your attention. One of the things which 
has seriously handicapped the health depart- 
ment in tim past was the immunity to bros- 
ecution which some individuals seemed to 
possess, or rather immunity to pvnishment 
when successfully prosecuted. 


Says Bailiff Blocks Court. 

We have a conspicuaus instance of this at 
present, and one in which, I regret to say, 
it seems evident that the bajliff's office of 
your court is responsible for blockiog ‘he 
éxecution of the court's judgment. 

On Jan. 30 the department secured the 
convictiqn of one Carl Schultz for repeated 
and gross violations of a number of the pro- 
visions of the milk ordinances, Judge Blake 
imposed a fine of $100, and as the man was 
not in court an order was entered committing 
him to the house of correction, andthe record 
shows that these instructions were delivered 
to the office of the bailiff: * 

Schultz is an old offender and had been 
convicted more than once, but no fine or 
other penalty has ever been made to stick. 
Some mysterious influence always seemed 
to render him invisible to officers sent after 
him. I have carefully followed up his case 
and have traced the various steps which 
have been taken up by the parties concerned. 


Bailiff? Out with Prisoner.“ 

“I kept on the trail until April 3, when i 
sent Assistant Commissioner Koehler to the 
bailiff’s office and made formal request for 
information as to what had occasioned ths 
delay, and was given the explanation that 
Schultz could not be found. This was in 
the face of the fact that I know the man was 
in a beiliff’s company, if not in custody, 
more than two weeks ago and has been in 
the city hall almost daily for some time, has 
even been in the health department on busi- 
ness. 

At 11:30 a. m. today I personally notified 
the balliff's office that unless somethirfg was 
done by 1 p. m. I would make the matter 
public. I thought; however, before doing so 
I should apprise you of the facts. At 2.30 
o'clock p. m., just as this letter was finishec 
I received word that the man was in cus- 
tody. Im other words, a pursuit which is ai- 
leged to have been fruitless for sixty-six days 
terminated successfully in three hours after 
additional effort on the part of the bailiff's 
office. Comment is superfluous.” 

The health commissioner received a secon4 
telephone call late in the afternoon from the 
bailiffs office announcing that Schultz had 
paid his fine of $100. 

“It is just this sort of thing that prevents 
the health department from getting the re- 
sults which should be obtained,“ the commis- 
sioner said later. “I keow Judge Olson 13 
eager to help in the enforcement of all ths 
health ordinances and I hope that he can 
stir up the bailiff’s office to quicker action 
m such cases.“ 


Olson Blames City Prosecutor. 

Judge Olson said last evening that he had 
received the health commissioner’s letter and 
that he believed that the commissioner had a 
right to feel aggrieved. He added that much 
of the fault in such cases lay with the city 

tor. 

“The city prosecutor under the law has 
the power to dismiss a case or not, as he sees 
fit. Occasionally aldermen and others inter- 
cede for defendants in city cases and mo- 
tions to vacate judgments are frequent. 1 
called upon George Woods im the bailifrs 
office in connection with this case and found 
many entries in his book, ‘hold for city 
prosecutor’ and. motion to vacate’ I was 
informed that in the Schultz case Ald. Rich- 
ert, chairman of the finance committee, had 
interceded and even gone with Schultz to the 
mayor to see about a pardon. I told Mr. 
Wood's the court's action ought not to be 
halted by any. one, city heads, aldermen, or 
any one else except the court. 

I sympathize with Dr. Young because 
he is met by political obstacles in the city 
prosecutor’s office in securing an even hgnd- 
ed justice in enforcement of law.“ 

Judge Olson added that he believed that 
Dr. Young was hasty in giving out his let- 
ter until he, the judge, had time to investigate:

Less Moving This Year? 

Real estate agents who rent many flats in 
Chicago are unanimous in asserting that 
there will be less moving this year than ever 
before. They claim that the Chicagoan is 
getting over the foolish and expensive habit 
ot moving just because it is May 1.

On the other hand, the managers of the 
larger van and warehouse companies say 
they are preparing for the annual cxodu- 
of the flat dweller.

FAMINE IS NOT EXPECTED.

The coming of spring, carrying with it 
a heavy demand for ice cream, has caused 
a temporary milk shortage in Chicago, ac- 
cording to milk dealers in the city. It is ex- 


has become accustomed to the taste of ice 
cream, as well as to sweltering—compara- 
tively—weather, conditions will adjust them- 
selves. 

The leading Chicago dealers say they are 
in no fear of a milk famine. Most of them 
have contracted for their summer's milk. 

“The only reason for the shortage is the 
public appetite for ice cream,” said Ira J. 

This 
warm weather has got everybody to eating 
doe cream. There has been an increased 
amount of milk coming from the producers.

Retail Dealers. 


WOMAN HEADS AGENTS. 


Bureau of Commerce and Labor Takes 
Action. 


A fresh investigation into the reasons for 
the high cost of Mving has been started by 
the federal government. This time the point 
of inquiry is the business of the retail dealers 

Miss Ida Peck, a special investigator for the 
department of commerce and labor, left Chi- 
cago yesterday atier a few days of genera! 
inquiry. She will return shortly with other 
agents for an exheustive examination of 
prices and probable profits. 

This inquiry, it is asperted, is entirely 
under the direction ef the commerce and 
labor officials, and ts not initiated by the de- 
partment of justice as have been most of the 
other inquiries resulting in anti-trust pro- 
ceedings. 

What Inquiry Means, 

There Is à relation between the two cir- 
cumstances, however. in that the anti-trust 
proceedings have invariably resulted in the 
declarations from the manufacturers and 
wholesalers that the American public is pay- 
ing high prices because of large profits by 
the commission men and the retailers. It is 
this phase of the situation that most vitally 
concerns the present inquiry. 

Should it result in disclosure that there is 
extortionate profit in the retail business, and 
that means of securing it are in violation of 
any federal statute, there will be proceedings 
through the legal department of the admin- 
istration. Most of the business is. however, 
by nature intfastate rather tnau interstate 
commerce, and there is little expectation 
that the inquiry will produce anything ex- 
cept a commerce report.

A postal card attack upon the legislative 
record of Lawrence Y. Sherman, which was 
discovered yesterday by accident, was de- 
nounced by the candidate for United States 
senator as an “ underhanded trick” of » 
federal appointee of Senator Cullom, to 
whom the postal cards have been traced as 
their sender.

Accident Reveals Attack. 

Hundreds of the cards were misaddressed 
and were returned to the Chicago postoffice. 
There being no signatures they were sent to 
the Sherman headquarters at the Hotel La 
Salle. 

Mr. Sherman issued an immediate denial of 
the charges and an investigation was started 
to find out where the cards originated. The 
union label on the cards was declared to be 
an imitation, as the local whose number was 
given declared no such work had been done 
by it. According to the Sherman managers, 
the cards were finally traced to the federa] 
building and then to a Cullom appointee. 


Sherman Issues a Denial. 

Mr. Sherman has sent out several thousand 
copies of his denial of the charges as follows: 

These scurrilous gtatements are malicious 
falshoods. The records of the house and sen- 
ate will prove what I say. Not a laboring 
man ever came to the legislature for help, or 
in the interest of any commenduble cause, 
who is not my friend today.

Call for Women Watchers. 

An appeal for women watchers at the polls 
on Tuesdgy was sent to more than 1,000 
women yesterday. The statement, which 
was signed by Catharine Waugh McCulloch, 
‘Anna E. Nichols, and Mary R. Plummer, 
reads: 

“Judge Owens will appoint women as spe- 
cial deputies to watch insfde the polling 
places during election day, April 9, and to 
watch the count at 4 o’clock. This is most 
important.

She 
has the permit for us. This does not take the 
place of workers who distribute suffrage 
slips 101 feet from the polls.“

Party Regularity and Absen- 
teeism Chief Features of 
Many Members. 


SEVERAL FACE DEFEAT. 


Progressive Spirit Lacking on 
Part of Most of State's 
Delegation. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 5.—[{Special.J— 
Party regularity and absenteeism are the 
distinguishing characteristics of many of 
the Republican congressmen from Illinois 
who are candidates for-renomination in the 
primary next Tuesday. Progressive Repub- 
licanism is far less conspicuous in the IIII- 
nois representation than in that of any 
western state. In the amount of absentee- 
ism, however, no state delegation can com- 
pete with Illinols. 

In the last session there were 100 working 
days, and in the present session ninety-three 
to date. The number of days each one of 
these Republican candidates was absent 
during the last session and so far this session 
follow: 


Martin B. Madden of the First Chicago 
district is a wealthy stone merchant and 
banker who is serving his fourth term in the 
house. Next to Mann and Cannon he partici- 
pates in debate more frequently than any 
other member of the Illinois delegation and 
14 particularly interested in railroad, river 
and rarbor, postoffice, and District of Colum 
bia legislation. * 

He is a regular, but displays frequent 
streaks of independence, as in his fight for 
legislation for the physical valuation of rail- 
rcads in the last congress and for the in- 
come tax in the present session. He voted 
against free sugar, as against all other bills 
or reduction of the tariff in this congress. 
| Critics of James R. Mann, representative 
of the Second Chicago district, complain 
that he is lacking in the qualities that pro- 
duce broad constructive statesmanship, that 
for years he was a prop and mainstay of 
Cannonism, and that he is intolerant of the 
progressive political ideas. 

His defenders, however, point to his many 
exhibitions of progressive independence not 
only of Cannon, but of the whole body of Re- 
publican regulars, conspicuous examples ot 
which were his votes against the conference 
report on the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill in the 
last congress and for Canadian reciprocity. 

Friends and foes of Mann agree, however, 
that he is an invaluable member of the house: 
As leader of the minority, he keeps an ef- 
ficient watch on every bill, no matter how

Wilson Low Tariff Man. 

W. W. Wilson of the Third district, who 
is serving his fifth term, is an advocate of 
progressive ideas in nationaj legislation. 

George Edmund Foss of the Tenth district 
is the only other Republican congressman in 
Chicago. He is seeking renomination largely 
on his record as chairman of the naval af- 
fairs committee and on the score of his ac- 
tivity in obtaining the location of the naval 
training school at Lake Bluff. 

In the Eleventh district Representative Ira 
C. Copley of Aurora is opposed in the pri- 
mary by George W. Conn of Woodstock.

Prince an Aid of Cannon. 

George W. Prince, the Fifteenth district 
representative, is seriously threatened with 
defeat by Almon H. Linn of Cambridge, a 
progressive. Prince has been in the house 
seventeen years and has been a consistent 
conservative and stanch supporter of Can- 
non. He voted against all tariff redyction 
bills except the recently passed measure 
putting sugar on the free list. 

Representative Sterling of the Seven- 
teenth district, who is serving his fifth term, 
is opposed by Richard Latham of Lincoln 
Mr. Sterling is a regular and long was identi- 
fied as a Cannon follower. 

Of Uncle Joe Cannon, the picturesque 
reactionary which has represented the 
Eighteenth district for thirty-seven years, 
little needs to be said except that he has 
not reformed. 

Willam B. McKinley of the Nineteenth 
district, is an active Cannon leutenant, who 
is serving his fourth term, and has no oppo- 
sition for renomination. He rarely is pres- 
ent, but when he is he votes with the regu- 
lars. His record on Canadian reciprocity is 
comprehensive, as he voted for it In the last 
congress and against it in this one. 

He never participates in debate, and 80 
far in this session his voice has not been 
heard on any subject. * 


Rodenberg a Cannon Aid. 

In the Twenty-second district Congressman 
Rodenberg is having a hard fight for renom- 
ination, his opponent being Fred 8.

Inquiry by the coroner to fix responsibility 
for the collision between the Alton freight 
train arid a Kedzie avenue car in which the 
three persons were killed was postponed yes- 
terday until April 12. The continuance was 
taken because some of the wounded were 

unable to appear and testify.

Olson was placed on the Lorimer 
ticket, it is said, at the request of Fred Lun- 
din, who is chief campaign manager for the 
leaguers, in order to obtain as much as pos- 
sible of the Swedish-American vote for 
Small and the ticket.

Approached by Lorimerites. 

A number of Lorimer lieutenants are said 
to have approached the campaign managers 
for other candidates for the state's attor- 
neyship with the proposition that Lorimer 
votes wouid be thrown to other candidates 
if in return support would be taken away 
from Gov. Deneen and given to Len Small. 

The trading proposals are said to have 
all been done quietly, so as to prevent the 
word getting to the Swedish leaders who 
have affiliated themselves with Olson and 
Lorimer. Word of these would-be trades 
were received yesterday at the Deneen head- 
quarters at the Hotel La Salle, where they 
were characterized as a sample ot the efforts 
being used by the Lorimer men to defeat 
Deneen,

McKenzie Against Small. 

“I am not supporting Len Smell,” was 
the significant statement of Representative 
McKenzie of the Thirteenth district. Mc- 
Kenzie was a member of the IiMnois state 
senate investigating committee which found 
that Lorimer was elected by ribery. 

When Senator Cullom was asked whether 
he was for or against Smal! he declined to 
discuss the matter. The only indorsement 
Cullom received in Illinois emanated from 
the Lorimer Lincoln league. 

The senator has refused to express any 
preference for this or that candidate for 
the gubernatorial nomination. His friends 
say, however, that he would have repudiated 
the Lorimer Lincoin league and Len Small, 
but for the fear that the alienation of Lorimer 
would compass his defeat.

3 in Argument Ac- 
euses Alleged Poisoner of 
Perjury on Stand. 


No Motive for Crime Shown, Is 
Claim; Woman’s Affection 
for Smith Cited. 


The ease of Mrs. Louise Vermilya. on trial 
in Judge Sullivan's court for the murder ot 
Richard T. Smith, probably will go to the, 
jury early this afternoon. 

Taking of testimony in the case was fin- 
ished yesterday morning and the arguments 
were begun immediately. Assistant State's 
Attorney Frederic Burnham concluded his 
speech during the afternoon and Joseph 
Burres, for the defense, had nearly concluded 
his before adjournment. Mr. Burres will 
conclude early today and another argument 
for the state will follow. 

Accuses Woman of Perjury. 

Mr. Burnham denounced Mrs. Vermilya 
as a perjurer. He pointed out inconsisten- 
cies between her testimony and that of the 
state’s witnesses, and argued that in every 
instance Mrs. Vermilya had falsified. He 
declared Mrs. Vermilya had deliberately 
planned and executed the murder inorder to 
obtain poesession of property she knew 
Smith possessed. He added Mrs. Vermilya's 
present condition is due to an attempt to take 
her own life, and that that attempt, taking 
place at the time when she was under arrest, 
was equivalent to a confession of guilt. 

. Replying to this attack, Mr. Burres said 
there was not a word of evidence either to 
connect Mrs. Vermilya with the poisoning of 
Smith or to show any motive for her commit- 
ting such a crime. 

Cites Affection for Smith. 

‘*Testimony has been offered,“ said the 
lawyer, to show that a feeling of affec- 
tion existed between Smith and this defend- 
ant. You have heard her testify of the ten- 
derness she displayed for him while he lay 
ill. Do you think it plausible this woman 
would slay the object of her affections?“ 

The last important witness to testify was 
Russell F. Thompson, 3835 Flournoy street. 
He said one night while he and Smith were 
seated in a café Smith had taken a bottle 
of chloral from his pocket and talked about 
taking his own life. Thompson said he took 
the bottle away from Smith and had keptit 
ever since.

Succumbs After Sixty Years of Active 
Business Life—Funeral to Re Held

Elisha W. Case, of the firm of Case & 
Martin, ‘father of the pie business in Chi- 
cago, died yesterday at his residence, 3384 
Washington boulevard. He had been engaged 
in the business in Chicago for nearly sixty 
years.

seventy-nine years ago. When 16, heand his 
brother, Charles, opened a pie bakery there, 
and in a few months had developed enough 
business in New York City to induce them to 
move their plant there.

Music and the Thinkers: 


F estival Guests with 
the Thomas Orchestra. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 

HE Thomas orchestra is to Participate 
importanily in the Cincinnati May fes- 
tival and in the Evanston North Shore 
festival and to that circumstance, 
doubtless, was due the presence at yes- 


terday's matinée of the conductors who are 


in charge of these events. Cincinnati sent 
us Frank van der Stucken, who directed the 
performance of two of his compositions, and 
Peter Christian Lutkin came from Evanston 
with his A Cappclla choir and the women's 
choir from the North Shore festival chorus. 

Great enthusiasm was manifested by cer- 
tain portions of the audience for Mr. van 
der Stucken’s symphonic festival prologue 
entitled Pax Triumphans.“ Lusty male 
throats emitted hearty cries of Bravo,“ 
Which suggests the possibility that the 
ushers were particularly susceptible to its 
sonorous charms. Also there seemed to be 
considerable applause from the upper por- 
tions of the house, where the enormous vol- 
ume of sound developed by the unfolding of 
the score was possibly more effective than 
on the main floor. 

A dispassionate review must pronounce 
this enthustasm justified in so far as it may 
have been evoked by Mr. van der Stucken's 
e ts as a conductor, or by the skillful 

ndling of instrumental colorings and the 
ie swine eanstruction of sounding climaxes. 
On the oer hand, it must record the con- 
viction wat the musical content of the work 
is somewhat naive. For the tuneful pretti- 
ness of the little piece entitled “ Souvenir, 
which prefaced the symphonic prologue, it is 
— to discover a livelier admiration.

Mr. Lutkin’s singers moved to the other 
extreme in music and made known to 
Thomas patrons the intimate but restrained 
devotional feeling and the serene, classic 
beauty that old Italian masters of choral 
art have bequeathed to the world. ‘The A 
Cappella chorus is recruited from the stu- 
dent body of the Northwestern university, 
and for that. reason can boast a youthful 
freshness of voice that compensates for an 
occasional lack of precision in ensemble. 
Being a small body of singers it is the more 
difficult to accomplish that amalgamation of 
the voices that results in unity of the choral 
tone. 

In their first number, a four part Exultate 


Deo by Scarlatti, one noted this tendency 


of the tone to disintegrate into the individual! 
voices, especially in the overbrilliant soprano 
section of the choir. But it seems that one 
may justly ascribe this shortcoming to the 
nervousness incident upon an appearance in 
such august company. In any event, the fault 
disappeared and the balance of the choral 
parts established in Palestrina numbers, 
notably in the “Gloria Patri for double 
chorus and the Tu es Petrus for six parts, 
was admirable. In all matters of shading. 
phrasing, and accent the response of these 
singers to the intentions of the conductor 
was faultless.
